He 
tailed out to Middleton to board the 
car. and slid down the semaphore to 
the as»ii«tance of his.brother officer. 
Muldlelon boarded the car from the 
rear and 
Sullivan 
from the. front. 


Barely had Sullivan's head showed 
above the end-of the car than Allen 
opened fire on him. SuBvart dropped 
the fuzee which he carried and crept 


ov«r the end of the car. firing two 
,1, B» /vtien, while Middleton blazed 


away from the other end. After the 
oAcera had nred three shots 
Allen

Middleton stated that Wilson took 


no part in this fight, and was unarmed 
when searched. Both Allen and Wil 
son were handcuffed and removed to 
the Rockton station, where it was 
'ound that Allen was 
shot 
through 


the right breast and in thr !?ft Ice 
Officer Sullivan was shot 
under the 


left arm. 


A peculiar feature of the testimony 


thus far brought forward is that only 
three men are identified in the raid 


on the Shade shanty, while the .stories 
of Kelly and Brawley, two of the men 
in the place at the time of the shoot- 
ing, is that three men entered the 
back room of the shanty, each armed 
with a 
revolver, while 
the "Big 


Swede" entered the front door and 
shot Rowles. 


Constable Sullivan followed officer 


Middleton on the stand, and corrobo- 
rated the latter's testimony as to thej 
shooting affray at Rockton, and the 
capture of the accused man. 


J. W. Sullivan, a brakeman on the 


B. R. & P., member of the train crew 
which carried Wilson and Allen into 
DuBois after the shooting at Rock- 
ton, testified to the finding of twenty- 
two dollars in currency wrapped in a 
blue bandana handkerchief 
on 
the 


floor of the caboose near the spot 
where Allen lay on a stretcher during 
the trip from Rockton to DuBois. It 
will be remembered by those familiar 
with the case that the men are ac- 
cused of robbing Kelley of tweniy- 
livc dollars in currency during the 
hold-up and murder at the Shade 
shanty, and that the men who entered 
by the back door of the shanty are 
said to have worn handkerchiefs over 
the lower part of their facea.
